Before, there was the tate of Srm, here is the ſtate of Grace, 
the 0:2e oppoſed ynto the other; whereby the deformity 
of the firſt, and dignity ot the ſecond,doth more ſpeably 
appeare For in the former,wee lcarne what we were by na- | 
eure(corruptedgnot created nature,)in the other we learne | 
what we are by grace, In the former wee behold our awne 
niſery:inthe ſecond we contemplatethe mercy of God. Jn 
che former wee ſec our captivity : 1n the ſecond our delives 
rance.In the former we ſec our deathin fin: inthe ſecond, 
our life in Chriſt. Therefore excellently ſaith our Apoſtle : 
Where fin abounded, there grace abonnded much more :that as 
ſin hadrargned vnto death, ſe might grace alſo rargne by righ 
teonuſnes vito eternall life, through Teſus Chriſt our Lord,Ro.s. 
20.21, Thus the fate of fin time,and order,isbetore the 
ſtate of COIrIney ng was before the morning(Ge.

T* ſc Author of our ſaluation is he, that is the author of 
ourcreation;G o D.Noveft quireficiat, nift qui fecit, ſaith 
S. Bernard, None can make vs good ofcuill, but hee that 
made vs ſomthing ofnothing. 1t is he that, in my creation, 
dedit me mibi,gauc me vato my ſelfe, by creating me after 
his owne image. Itis hethat, in my redemption, dedit ſe 
mihi,gauc himſelte vnto me, by redeeming mee with his 
owne bloud, . 

But you muſt ynderſtand, that this ſacred name of Gov, 
is taken ſometimes eſſentially,ſometimes perſonally;and this 
isnecellary to be known in the explication of my text. Eſ- 
ſential itincludeth the three perſons, ſubliſting in one vn- 
diuided nature:as Gen, 1.1. [nthe begrmning, Go » created 
the heanen,and the earth, Therefore the originail hath it 
thus,=nmxm,creaxit Dy: the Gods created, The noune 
is plucall, the verbeſingular; coſhew atrinity of perſons,in 
the vaity ofcſſcnee, 

Somtimes this ſacred name is taken perſonalhy;importing 
one perſon of the divine nature:asIoh. 1. 1.[nthe beginning 
was the Word,and the Word was with Goy:Thatis, the Sonne 
was with the Father. uh him, becauſe from him-With him 
[Deus apud Deum]by eternallcocxiſtencie:from him[Dems 
de DeoJÞy perſonall proceflion. In which reſpeR, preciſely 
the Fatherisnot with theSonne;the Father,and the Sonne 


are not with the holy Ghoſt; but che Sonne is with the Fa- | 
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ther,and the holy Gholt is with chem both. 
For as God is the God of oraer in all his creatures, & ex- 
ternall works;ſo he is a God of order in him(clfe alſo, and 


Gholt.So thatthe Father, being the fountaine of the other, 
hath a prerogatiuc of order in his perſon, andconſequently 
a prerogatiue of orderalſo,inthisglorious nameot G o p, 
Andthus itisinmy Text: GoD, whos rich in mercy: 
that is,the Father.For though itbe truc in faith, that eucry 
perſon is equally mercifull,louing and gratious; yertin this 
place,it is proper to ſay,chat God the fatheris rich in mer- 
cy,and great in louc,and exceeding in grace. For hercis a 
necellary relation of one perſon tothe other : God quick»ed 
vs m Chrif#:that is,the Father in the Sonne. 
Now co the matter it (cle, It is God that quickneth vs , 
raiſcth vs,&c.not Angels,not ſan,not his own Works, not 
his owne #4, Not Angels,they arc mmiſtring Spirits, Heb. 


non ingerunt : hortantar ad bonum, non bonum creant, ſaith 
S. Bernard: They may exhort vnto good, by theirſugge- 
ſtion, they cannot powreir into vs, by infulion:they may 
perſwade it,they cannot create itin vs. Not an himlclfe: 
for the wandringſheepe fought not the ſhepheard, but the 
carefull ſhepheard fought out the ſheepe, Math.18.12.Not 
the Forks of man: for can a dead tree bring forth liuing 
fruit? or an evill tree good fruit? Math, 7.18. Finally, 
not the Fi of man: for we did not preuent God in defire, 
Hur itis he, that worketh in ws both the will, and the deed,of bu 
owre pleaſure, Phil.2.13.Forthough in ations naturall, & 
ciuill, man hath aliberty of will, yet in actions ſpiritual, 


in his internall works. There is a priority of order in: the | 
Father before the Sonne,and inthem both before the holy

The Lord thy God bath choſen thee to be a precious people vnto 
himſelfe, aboue allpeople, that are uponthe earth. 7 be Lord ard 
not ſer his loue vpon you, nor chuſe you.becanſe you were more in 


| 1mber then any people : for you were the feweſt of al people. But 


becauſe he loued you, and becanſe he would keepe the oath which 
he hadſworne vnto your Fathers,Deut. 7.6. 7.8. No merit in 


! them, butgracce in him; tbat ſo they may truely ſay ; Not 


vnto vs, 0 Lord, not vnto vs, but umo thy name gine the glory, 
Plal.

Now if the ewes could plead nothing but the loue of 
God for his peculiar fauour, what-can the Gentzles plead 
forthem(ſclues alſo, but the ſame loue of the ſame God ? 
Therefore ſaith our Apoſtle; God who is rich in mercy, &c. 
he hath quickenedvs,&c, Sothat now wearecome fromthe 
| Author, whichis G 0D, ynto the Motines, which arc,Mer- 
cy, Loue, and Grace in him. |

N theſeallo there isan order, as well in the attibutes of 

Godas formerly in his name, Hcte is Iercy relecuing 
v$,and cauſcd by his Zoe. Here islouc embracing vs,and 
cauſed by bis Grace, Here is grace ſauing vs, and cauſed by | 
his Goodfeſſe. For ſome learned Diuines obſerue thatthele 
fourc properties, TY Lane res and Goodneſſe,as they 
areyery like in theirefteA roward vs, ſothey are all one in 
God, but yet with a difference of order, Goodneſſe is the 
cauſe of all the reſt, but immediatly of Grace z Grace is the 
cauſe ofthe other,but immediatly of Zoe: Loucis imme- 
diatly the cauſcof mercy, So, in God, his Goodneſs is a

Firſt then of MEtRcy, as it is heere firſtplaced inmy 
Text. G 0 Þ who isr:cb in werey, 

That there is mercy in God, it ſheweth the compaſlion of 
hisnaturc ; that he 1s rich in mercy, it ſheweth the abun» 
dancethereof, In both we haue a fingular comfort. For be 
it, that he hath aercy, that isa comfort : but our coinfort 
is greater, becauſe dweseff, heisrichin mercy ; for wah hins 
there is plentifullredemption, Pal, 130.7. Or be it, that hcis 
rich, it ſhewethanabundance, and ſufficiency in himſetfe. 
But where is our comfort ? cuenthis : Dines eff in miſericor- 
die; hc is rich in mercy ; the ſweeteſt propricty of his diuine 
nature, So then : Hee is not (imply rich, butin mercy : nor 
hath he ſimply mercy, butis allo richthercin. 

Which as it is abundantly diſcouered vnto vs by the ef- 
feAs thereof, ſo itisteſtified vnto vs hy his owne mouth: 
and we know,that his teſtimony is true: for when God de- 
ſcended from heaucn (which deſcent was not by mutati- 


{| on of placc, but by exhibition'of preſence)and proclaimed 


his own name,fce whata ſtyle hee giueth himſelfe : 7he 
Lord, the Lord, ſtrong merciful, gracious, ſlow to anger abun. 
dant in goodneſſe,cy truth, reſerumg mercy for thouſands, for- 


gining —_ ty, tranſpreſſion, and ſin, not making the wicked in- 


nocent viſiting the iniquity of the fathers vpon the children,uu- 
tothe the third and fourth generation, Exod. 3 4.6.7. 
Conſider here, br{t,the propricticsthemſelucs:mertifal, 


gracious, [low to anger, abundant in geodneſſereſerumg mercy, \ 
forgining iniquity: vntoall theſe he oppefeth two other;the 


one, negatiuc; he maketh not the wickedinnocent : the other, | 
affirmatiuc :he viſterb 5niquity, Confider, ſecondly, the cx: | 
tent of the one, and other. His mercy extendeth vnto then 
Here is mercy,and riebes of mercy. This therefore being 

ſo peculiarly annexed vnto the divine nature #the Church, |. 
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O God, who/e nature, and property ts enerto haue mercy GC. 
And this bringeth vnto my remebrance the ſaying of Twl- 
hee ((o much applauded by S. Auguſt, Ib g.de Cinit.Dei.) 
when he pleaded before Ceſar, tor the life and liberty of 
Ligarins his friend : O Ceſar (ſaith hee) none of thy vertnes 
is more admirable, or gractons thenthy MER Cy, Men come 


Thy fortune hath no;hmg greater, then that thou haſt poner ; 
thy natere nothing better, then that thou baſt will, toſhew mer- 
cy, and to ſaue others, S901 may lay : of all Gods proprictics 
none is more admirable, and gracious, then his mercy.lt is 
not his power,it isnor his knowledge,it isnot his wiſdome, 
but it is his Aercy,wherein we chictely rejoices ſhould de- 
(paire,ifthere were not mercy in himylincethere is ſo much 
iniquity in me. But, becauſe of ſinners, he ſhall be called mer- 
cifull: 2, Eldr. 8.31. 

Thus his mercy hath an aduantage, by our ſinnes,to de- 
clare,and eo expreſlcitſelfe. Forthough, in him, there is 


mercy requireth fin precedent in vs, which giucth matter 
and occalion vnto the ſame. There is a double matter of 
mercie : the oze, whence it proccedeth : the other, where it 
is ſhewed, The firſt is in God oncly, the ſecond in vs» The 
heauent neede not the mercy of God (ſaith Auguſtin Pſal, , 2.) 
becanſe there ts no miſery in them : but the earth needeth it ; and 
where the miſery of man hath abounaed, there the mercy of God 
bath abounded much more, 

If therefore,l haue commiteed finne, then T haue fit mat- 
ecr forthe declaration of his mercy: » this,o Lord,thy good- 
neſſe ſhall be praiſed, if thou be mercifull unto vs, who hane not 


the ſubſtance of goodworkes : 2. Eſdr, 8. 36, In truth, many 


| haue the ſhadowgnottheſubſtance of good works. 


| Nowthoughtt is an exill canſe((aith Seneca)which requi- 
re 1b mercy, yetthere is nocauſeſo cuill; which can deſpaire 
of mcrcy.For asI haue thematter of, or for mercy in me(to

Thus ir istruc,that finne,which naturally,and of it ſelfc 
worketh damnation, may occalionally, and by accident

I dare not,therefore, adde this gricuous ſin vnto my 0- 
ther fins,to deſpaire of mercy.For,as tocommit a fin, it is 
the death of the ſoule,ſo to deſpaire of mercy, itis to del- 
cendinto hell. And ſome feare not to aftirme, that /udas 
linned more by deſpaire of mercy,then by treaſon agaiol? 
his Lord. For what is more (acrilegions((aith Fulgentixs) then 
10 deny Gods mercy in forgining our ſins? If he be a skilfull Phy- 


forgine all our fines, Therefore Danid (Pſal.103.) exborteth 
his owne ſoule topraiſe the Lord and againe topraiſe the Lord, 

Why? He forgizeth all thy ſinne and healeth al thine infirmities. 

If this be ſo,let no man deſpaire of the Phyſitzan, and remaine in 

bis ſickneſſe;let noman extennate Gods mercy, and pine away in 

his finnes. For Chriſt died for ſnzers, Rom.5.8, And Chriſt 

came into the worldto (ane ſiners. x1, Tim. 1.15. If I werenot 

afinner, he were not a Sauiour.

If theerefore,we will cbtain and retain the loue of God, 
we mult be as he is; conforming our wils ymo the obedi- 
ence of his will, and be like vnto himin all things: merciful 
as heis mercifull;/onjng as he is louing.: grariess, as he is 
gration$3yca, perfett,as he is perfett Mai |.

but had no means to redeeme our (clues from the power of

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Satan,who held vs in the captiuity of ſinneand death, 

Here, then, was a fit caſe, whercin the kindnetleof God 
mighe fully,and excellently,declareit {elte. And truly God 
did thus declare his kindneſſe, bur yetin #»ſticeallo, S. Ber-' 
ard deſcribeth it ingenuouſly, and bringeth in che Sonne 
of God,ſpeaking in this manner, Behold how, tor my ſake, | 
my Father doth loſe his creatures. The Angels atteted my 
highneſſe, but preſently he ltrooke them with an incureable 
wound, Then, Man attected my &zewleage : vpon himallo | 
my Father had no pity, neither did his eyeſpare him. Hath 
he,then,care of oxen?He made only two notable creatures, 
partakers of realon, and capeable of felicity ; to wit, Angels | 
and Mes : but loe, for mee he hath deſtrojed all Men, aud 
many Angels. Now, therefore, that men may know, howT | 
loue the Father: reciprar per me, quos quodammodso, propter 
me, amiſiſſe videtur: Let him receiue them againe, by my 
meanes,w hom he ſeemeth, in a maner, to haneloſt for my 
lake.
